Inventions of Leonardo da Vinci New amaments, 
put him centuries into future

WASHINGTON-—Sometimes we 
Twentieth Century folk may tend 
to feel a little smug toward the 
peoples of ancient times. With our 
“new” inventions, like the airplane, 
the helicopter, air-conditioning and 
the like, we're often sure that we 
must be a lot brighter than those 
who came before us. 

An interesting antidcte to this 
smugness is to see a collection of 
models made from the drawings in 
the notebooks of the incredible 
Leonardo da Vinci, who some 
scholars believe was the greatest 
genius of all time. 

Just about everybody is familiar 
with Leonardo as a painter, His 
Mona Lisa is probably the most 
famous picture ever painted, and 
his The Last Supper is one of the 
greatest master-pieces of religious 
art. However, few realize that 
Leonardo was also the most pro- 
lific inventor who ever lived, 

A glance at the exhibition will 
prove to you that a lot of our 
newest ideas aren’t new at all — 
Leonardo put them down in quite 
workable form nearly five cen- 
turies ago. 

You may be surprised to learn 
that half a century before Colum- 
bus made his fateful voyage to 
discover America, Leonardo da 
Vinci had drawn detailed and 
workable plans for an airplane, 
a parachute, also an air condition- 
er (which he built and which actu- 
ally worked), rotating bridges, a 
mechanical car, a printing press 
with moveable type, a tank, and 
hundreds of other mechanical de- 
vices which distinguish our times. 

Leonardo was born exactly 502 
years ago in the little Italian vil- 
lage of Vinci, He soon attracted 
recognition as a great painter and 
was called Leonardo da Vinci 
(Leonardo of Vinci). 


Leonardo had a scientific mind 
and was constantly exploring the 
mysteries of nature. He was one 
of the first painters to study anat- 
omy, dissecting many corpses to 
learn all the muscles, organs and 
sinews of the human body, Medical 
students for centuries studied 
Leonardo’s remarkably detailed 
sketches of the body and its vari- 
ous parts, 


The same inquiring mind which 
led Leonardo to study the human 
body led him to explore the almost 
unkown science of mechanics, 
Machines, then little known, fascin- 
ated him. At a time when the Dark 
Ages were exerting their stifling 
influence over the minds of men, 
Leonardo almost alone developed 
many of the principles of physics 
and applied science upon which 
modern inventions depend, 

He became the chief military 
engineer to the Duke of Milan 
and invented hundreds of things 
which advanced the art of war. 
One of these was a steam gun

Athletes need protein 


We have found that the average 
athletically active person does not 
get enough protein and when we 
have put members of our Testing 
Groups on a diet high in protein 
an increase in vigor has been 
very noticeable. When you get 
enough protein you feel more vig- 
orous more often, can work harder 
without getting stale and tired and 
generally can handle your physical 
tasks with greater desire and more 
effectiveness. 

We have discovered that the 
average person gets about 50 to 
70 grams of protein per day. 
Through actual testing we have 
found that at least twice this 
amount is needed by an active 
athlete if physical vigor is going 
to be sustained at a high level. 
This means you need to eat about 
twice as much of the protein foods. 
Such foods are: meat, fowl, fish, 
whole grain products and especial- 
ly the dairy foods such as milk 
and cheese. 

Cheese is an especially good 
source of protein for people trying 
to increase their protein intake 
because it is not only an excellent 
source of this vital food element 
but since it is easily digested there 
is a greater assimilation of pro- 
tein. Cheese is considered by lead- 
ing nutrition experts to be one of 
the most highly concentrated of all 
protein foods. Experiments have 
shown that 90 to 99 percent of all 
cheese is digested. The fact that 
cheese is so easily digested makes

Timing gains yards 

According to Paul Brown of the 
Cleveland Browns, one of the 
greatest football coaches of all 
time, the reason some ball carriers 
seem to be able to elude tacklers 
more efficiently than _ others, 
though using the same tricks, is 
their timing. In éther words, the 
secret is to try your trick at the 
right time. Brown claims that most 
ball carriers make their move too 
soon. He says that a study of the 
great ball carriers who are hard to 
stop in the open field shows that 
they wait until the tackler goes 
into his tackling stance and they 
pull their trick. The idea is that 
the tackler, before he makes his 
move, usually goes into a crouch 
just before he launches the tackle.
